Views of Experts. 

‘Experts reporting on the question 
agreed that the only possibility of 
the United States meeting with suc- 
cess in a Near Eastern endeavor, 
would be through taking the man- 
date for Constantinople along with 
that of Armenia and Anatolia. With 
territory split up—French 
sphere of influence recognized in 
Syria, Greek and British interests 
elsewhere, and the Turk in Con- 
ptantinople—the advisors to the 
government see little in prospect but 
constant clashes and disagreements.

CHAMP CLARK ENTERS 
WHITE HOUSE CONTEST 


New York, April 26.—Champ Clark, 
former speaker of the heuse of rep- 


resentatives, has decided to become 
a candidate for the democratis pres- 
idential nomination, “ it was an- 
nounced here today by Mrs. Julia 
Sanders, an officer of the Swastika 
elub, a women’s political organiza- 
tion. ; 

Mrs. Sanders said that Mr. Clark 
had made known his decision to her 
over the telephone from Washing- 
ton, explaining he desired to make 
the annotucemeni through a wom- 
en’s organization “in appreciation.of 
the charming compliment the women 
votres of the country have paid 
him” by supporting him during his 
public career. 

„ would be glad ot serve the peo- 
ple as I have served them for twen- 
ty-three years,” sald Mr. Clark. “I 
am nat going into any state to wage 
a fight for delegates to the demo- 
cratic national convention. As a 
poor man I cannot buy political 
patronage.” 


Washington April  26.—Former 


Speaker, Clark said today while he. 


had not authorized any one to an- 


nounce his candidacy for the demo- 


cratic presidential nomination. “no 
man could decline such an honor if 
offered freely.” 

„J have not lifted and do not in- 
tend to lift my finger or open my 
mouth to get the nomination,” Mr. 
Clark said. “All that I have ever 
said is that ‘Barkis is willin'.“ 

Mr. Olark added that he assumed 
Mrs. Sanderson’s announcement was 
based on his previous statements 
regarding his attitude toward the 
nomination. 

Mr. Clark said he had not cam- 
municated with Mrs. Sanderson “for 
two or three months.“ 

“Just: say this for me,” he said, 
and dictated the following: 

“T have not said a word, or writ- 
ten a line or lifted my finger to 
get the nomination at San Fran- 
cisco, and I do not-intend to do 
so. I suppose the delegates would 
jike to elect the man nominated at 
San Francisco. If they think I can 
be elected, they will nominate me. 
If they simply want to nominate 
somebody—if that’s all they want 
—they will nominate somebody else. 

“I know Mrs. Sanderson very 
well: she’s a fine woman, has lots 
of sense, but I never authorized her 
or any one to nominate me for 
president.” - 


Missing 2 Years, 
Girl's Skeleton Is 
Found in Attic 


Indianapolis, Ind., April 26.—The 
skeleton of a woman found today in 
the attic of what formerly Was a 
hospital, is believed to be that or 
Carrie T. Zelvage, who disappeare 
in Indianapolis two years ago. 

The building is being converted 
into a garage. The skeleton, which 
was clothed in an old blye dress, 
was found in a sitting posture in a 
corner of the attic by workmen who 
were preparing to place a steel 
beam in the building. . 

The dress and a pair of cloth 
slippers, found beside the skeleton, 
were identified by two brothers of 
the missing woman as being similar 


to those which she wore when she 
disappeared. 

Miss Zelvage had suffered a nerv- 
ous breakdown and was a patient 
at the hospital when she _ disap- 
peared. The coroner found no evi- 
dence of violence after making an 
examination. A country-wide search 
followed Miss Zelvages’ disappear- 


ance, 
Coroner Robinson said it 


was 


practically impossible to determine, 


whether Miss Zelvage was carried to 
the attic by some one or whether 
she went to the place of her own 
accord and starved herself to deach. 
Her skull had fallen to the floor and 
the bones of the upper part of the 
skeleton were leaning against the 
wall. 

The building is of unusual von- 
struction and the place where the 
skeleton was found—a small corner 
about three by four feet—aprar: it- 
ly was a second attic and it is be- 
lieved few if any persons knew it 
was there. | 

Joseph W. Zelvage said he and his 
brothers searched the building the 
day his sister disappeared and that 
today was the first time he knew of 
the second attic. Entrance to the 
place led from a door near the top 
of a stairway leading to the first 
attic. Mr. Zelvage said he had been 
through the building several times 
but never had seen the door before. 

Miss Zelvage was 43 years old 
when she disappeared.

Chicago, April 26.—Seven hundred 
robberies, whose loot is believed to 
total more than $500,000, were 
cleared today when police examined 
the effects of Harry J. James, silk 


mask burglar.” who was killed last 
night after shooting up the town 
hall police station, wounding two 
patrolmen. 

In James’ private warehouse, 
where truck loads of rare art works, 
Oriental rugs, jewels, typewriters, 
adding machines and dozens of oth- 
er articles were found, police un- 
covered a card index in which the 
robberi were listed, with the loot 
obtained. . 

Another section of the card listed 
“prospects” and the wealth of data 
about each indicated that James had 
used an electric light inspectors 
card, cones 15 his pocket, to gain 
entry t e houses.

2 2 Remo, April 26.— (By the As- 
sociated Press.) — The results of the 


supreme council’s ten-day meeting 
are such that each government tak- 
ing part seems to consider its as- 
pirations have been measurably sat- 
isfied. The premires and foreign 
ministers parted in great personal 
cordiality and apparently with much 
more confidence in the future. 

The council’s note to Germany, 
in its intentionally harsh form. com- 
plies with the French attitude to- 
ward a defaulting debtor, while in 
substance it is an expression of the 
British policy, making it easier 
for Germany to pay through the 
council’a consent to discuss with 
the chiefs of her government the 
amounts of repartion and the wil- 
ingness of the allies to eXamine 
proposals. 

France also gains in this, for, as 
Paul Hymans, the Belgian foreign 
minister, remarked today, “French 
hopes may be reduced, but her reali- 
ties will be increased“ by the fixing 
of a global sum for Germany to Pay. 

M. Jaspar, the Belgian minister of 
reconstruction, says that if such a 


sum is agreed upon, the Germans 


will start earnestly to work, be-. 
cause, heretofore, there has been 
no inducement for them to pay any 
part of unknown and Vaguely enor- 
mous liabilities. — 

The word “revision” is wholly es- 
chewed by the prime ministers in 
talking of the treaty of Versailles 
the word “interpretation” is coming 
into use. The Itallan premier, 
nor Nitti, appears: te be ebHteft 
the couhell leaving the Adriatic 
question to a. continuance of direct 
negotiations with the Jugo-Slavs. 

1 Belgians Are Satisfied. 

Thé Belgians are satisfied because 
we be the western block of 
powets, ‘Great Britain, France and 
Belgfum,*remains as solid as ever 
against Germany. The Belgians 
also are for the immediate fixing of 
the amount of Germany’s debts to 
the giles, - A 

M. Venizelos, the Greek premier, 
seems pleased over the extension of 
Greek territories by the addition of 
Thrace and, Smyrna, ancient posses- 
sions of the Greek race. 

The attitude of the council was 
conciliatory toward Russia in in- 
structing the executive, or so- scalled 
pemanent committee, of the supreme 
economic council, to negotiate with 
the soviet representative, Krassin, 
for commercial arrangements. 

The Zionists are happy over Pales- 
tine, as they wish a national home. 

The Turks alone may feel that 
this has been a dark week for 
them; yet Cilicia, which it had been 
expected France would take, has 
been left to .Turkey. The French 
statesmen decided upon taking no 
further commitments in the Near 
East, except Syria, and thus save 
troops, money and worry. The Turks 
also still have a chance to receive 
Erzeroum, through the arbitration 
of President Wilson in the matter 
of the Armenian boundaries. 

The British prime minister, David 
Lloyd-George, feels this has been 
one of the most successful meet- 
ings the supreme council has yet 
held—one full of promise for the 
future of Europe and the restora- 
tion of eeonomic co-operation.

Second Note to Germany. 
In the closing hours the council 


passed upon two notes to the Amer- 
ican government one explaining 
why President Wilson’s latest 
Turkish note could not be followed. 
and the other on the Armenian 
mandate and boundaries. 

A second note to Germany was 
approved, which the Italian pre- 
mier, Signor Nitti, as president of 
the council, will communicate. This 
declares that as soon as Germany 
reduces her forces in the Ruhr dis- 
trict to the number fixed in the 
agreement ef August 8, the French 
troops will be withdrawn from the 
Frankfort area. he Germans must 
reduce their army progressively to 
the number fixed by the treaty and 
the allied agreements modifying it. 

The supreme council also adopted 
the French-British declaration with 
regard to Germany after inserting a 
clause declaring its readiness to. 
take all measures, even the occu- 
pation of additional German terri- 
tory if necessary., to assure the 
carryiff@ out of the treaty of Ver- 
sailics. . 

The adoption of this clause gave 
rise to some discussion. Premier 
Nitti, of Italy. opposed military 
measures. Premier Millerand ‘and 
Lloyd-George, however. showed thé 
Italian prime minister the neces- 
oy of considering such an eventu- 
ality.

Washington, April 2#—Renewed 
rebel activity near Mexico City was 
reported in Mexican advices reach- 
ing Washington today through of- 
ficial channels. Cuernavaca, capi- 
tal of Morelos and a short distance 
from Mexico City, was eaid to be 
in the hands of the rebels, and the 
railroad to the fegeral capital. cut. 

Small detachments of troops have 
been sent from Mexico City im va- 
rious directions in the effort to put 
down risings before they attain 
strength. One detachment has been 
sent to Oaxaca, the reports said, 
although the Carranza government 
has hitherto declared that Oaxaca 
was peaceful. f ‘ 

Mexico City officials were also 
said to have admitted finally that 
General Maycotte had gone over to 
the rebels with his forces in the 
state of Guerrerg, His defection was 
reported several days ago, but was 
rdenied at Mexico City until today. 
General Maycotte has been operat- 
ing on the border of Guerrero and 
Michoacan and it was to his pro- 
tection that Generat Alvaro Obre- 
gon is supposed to have fled when 
he escaped from Mexico City. 

Call for U. 8. Warship. 

The appeal for an American war- 
ship to protect foreigners at Mazat- 
lan was sent to the state depart- 
ment at the urgent solicitation of 
the Mexican federal commander 
there, it was learned today. It was 
received Aprii 8, two weeks before 
it was made public, and while tt

A battle between Mexican fed- 
eral troops sent out from the Pa- 
cific port of Mazatlan to meet the 
rebel troops marching on.that place 
is imminent, according to advices 
received here today from Mexico. 

The revolutionary army under 
General Angel Flores is rapidly ap- 
proaching Mazatlan, the advices 
said, while the federal forces have 
withdrawn to within forty-six miles 
of the city. 

„ In retreating, the federal troops 
are said to have burned bridges and 
to have thrown up fortifications 
apparently with the intention of 
making a stand. 

Arresting Obregon’s Friends. 

Other official dispatches received 
today said sympathizers of General 
Alvaro Obregon, anti-Carranza can- 
didate for presfdent, who has align- 
ed himself with the secession move- 
ment, were being arrested on gen- 
eral orders of the Carranza govern- 
ment. 

Jose Sanchez, a federal deputy, is 
reported to have joined the revolu- 
tionists with eighty men at Puebla, 
the principal eite of Mexico out- 
side of the capital. 

General Porfirio Gonzales, who 
was repelled last week at Linares, 
Nuevo Leon, is said in Mexican offi- 
cial reports to have been defeated by 


federal troops. 3 

A detachment of federal troops 
has been sent from Mexico City to 
Michoacan in an effort to prevent 
further rebellion among the people 
of that state. Railway communica- 
tion between Mexico City and Gua- 
delajara has been interrupted by the 
destruction of bridges at Inputo, an 
important railway junction. 
TAMPICO OIL FIELDS 
ARE NOT THREATENED. 
Houston, Texas, April 26.—Despite 
rumors that the Sonora revolution 
is involving the Tampico oil fields, 
the gist of messages received from 
that district within the past thirty- 
six hours by oil companies with 
headquarters here was “business as 
usual.” One message contained a 
request for more men to carry on 
development work. No word of 
fighting in the oil fields has been 
received here.

Refiners and Government 
Officials Hold Confer- 
ence About the Skyrock- 
eting of Prices. 


— 


Washington, April 26.—Representa- 
tives of largep sugar refineries and 
department of justice officials con- 
ferred here today, but progressed no 
further than discussion ofthe whole 
sugar situation,” they said. The 
conference will be resumed tomor- 
row. Meanwhile, reports persisted 
that another rise in sugar prices was 
in prospect. 15 

Howard Figg, assistant to the at- 
torney generaland in charge of the 
price reduction campaign, would not 
discuss proceedings of the confer- 
ence. Before it met he said the 
question of prices would be taken 
up only in its relation to the ob- 
taining of sufficient sugar stocks to 
meet the public demand. It devel- 
opedtonight, however,that much of 
the day’s discussion bore directly on 
prices. 

Refiners who were in attendance 
at the conference said there has been 
“much talking but no action” thus 
far. Government officials who at- 
tended refused to divulge more than 


subjects debated, nor would they in- 
dicate what efforts were under con- 
sideration toward halting a further 
skyrocketing in prices. Refinérs 
declared they could not guarantee 
adequate supplies without further 
increases. The abnormal demand for 
sugar has forced them into hard 
competition with foreign buyers, 
they Said 

Mr. Fige’s recent efforts in con- 
nection with the sugar situation 
have bean directed at developing 
sources of supply which will prove 
sufficient to meet requirements. He 
was said to have asked the refiners 
to make a survey of the world’s 
visible supply and for a statement 
of the amount of. their present 
stocks. None of the refiners Were 
said to have even “normal’ supplies 
in their warehouses, but the amounts 
held were not disctosed to the public. 

It was said that Mr. Figg had 
made “several propositions” to the 
trade representatives which would 
be considered tomorrow. Three sub- 
committees were named. but infor- 
mation as to their missions was lim- 
ited to the statement that each 
2 “study its proposition in de- 
tail.“ 

LOT OF CUBAN SUGAR 
REACHES NEW ORLEANS. 

New Orleans, April 26.—Five ships, 
loaded with 100,000 bags of Cuban 
raw sugar, are at the local docks, it 
was announced on the sugar ex- 
change late today. Two vessels be- 
gan unloading today. ; 

The Lake Folcraft and Lake Fisher 
docked today with about 20,000 ‘bags. 
The Alvarado, Lake Flattery and 
Tuscan already have secured dock 
space and will unload raw sugar. 
The sugar is ‘consigned to local 
dealers and refiners, bags containing 
between 200 and 300 pounds each. 

Sixty thousand bags of Java sugar 
has been sold here for June, July and 
August deliveries at from 27 to 27% 
cents, practically all being taken by 
confectioners.

ky. Dr. Straton, summoned as a 
witness in a suit brought by Thomas 


Healy to recover liquors alleged to 


have been illegally seized by rev- 
enue agents in a raid on Healy’s 
cabaret at Broadway and Sixty- 
sixth street, testified that he, with 
two companions who “knew the 
ropes,” were served with Scotch 
at Healy’s place while on a tour 
of investigation of vice conditions 
in New York. 

When Dr. Straton admitted he 
never before had tasted Scotch 
whisky, although he had ordered 
a Scotch highball in Healy’s place, 
United States Commissioner Hitch- 
cock ruled he was incompetent to 
testify regarding whether or not 
Scotch whisky actually was served 
to him.

V SUPREME COURT 


Government Wins Anti- 
Trust Suit Against the 
Reading and Its Affil- 
lated Companies. 


Washington, April 26.—Announc- 
ing its decision in a part of the 


long- pending anthracite coal trust 
cases today, the supreme court in 
a four-to-three opinion sustained a 
majority of the government's 
charges of illegal combination 
against the Reading company, a 
Pennsylvania holding corporation, 
and certain of its railroad and coal 
subsidiaries and order their disso- 
lution. Chief Justice White and 
Associate Justices Holmes and Van 
Devanter dissented, while Justices 
McReynolds and Braideis took no 
part in the decision. 

No copy of the majority opinion 
was available as Justice Clarke 
was. rendering it. Associated with 
the Reading companies as defend- 
ants were the Lehigh and Wilkes- 
barre Coal company and the Lehigh 
Coal and Navigation company, and 
the constant recurrence of the 
words “Lehigh company” through- 
out the reading caused opinion to 
exist that the so-called Lehigh case, 
which actually refers to the Lehigh 
Valley Railroad company and which 
was argued last fall with the Read- 
ing case, was being decided also. 
Dispatches saying the government 
had also Won its case against the 
Lehigh Valley Railroad company 
were sent out, and it was not until 
almost an hour later when copies 
of Justice Clarke’s opinion was 
made available that it was found 
that the court had acted on the 
Reading case alone, The court con- 
cluded ‘announcing decisions with- 
Out reaching the Lehigh Valley 
railroad case.

Washington, April 26.—Congres- 
sional investigation of the print pa- 
per shortage will be started next 
Wednesday by a subcommittee of 
the senate committee on manufac- 
turers, headed by Senator Reed, 
democrat, of Missouri. The commit- 
tee’s plans, include inquiry into sup- 
plies, distribution and prevailing 
prices. 8 

Pending congressional, action, the 
assistance of the state department 
in the paper situation was invoked 
in connection with efforts to secure 
removal of restrictions upon export 
from Canada of raw materials used 
in paper manufacture. Chairman 
Porter, of the house foreign affairs 
committee, accompanied by repre- 
sentatives of the paper industry, 
conferred with Secretary Colby and 
received assurances that the sugges- 
tion of making the restrictions the 
Subject of diplomatic correspond- 
ence would be given careful consid- 
eration. 

Publishers to Be Heard. 

Publishers of leading papers ‘will 
be invited to appear before the 
investigating committee, Senator 
Reed said. Now York publishers 
will be heard Wednesday, and on 
succeeding days those of Boston, 
Philadelphia and Providence. Invi- 
tations are being sent also to edi- 
tors in western cities, 

We have taken the papers in the 
order named without any purpose of 
excluding others,” Senator Reed ex- 
Plained, “but so that too many men 
not be taken from their business at 
one time. Before the committee con- 
cludes its investigation its expects 
to give publishers of all classes of 
newspapers an opportunity to ex-

GERMANY IS WARNED 
BY ALLIED PREMIERS

close of the work of the San Remo 
conference says: 

“The allied powers have taken 
cognizance of the letter of Dr. 
Goeppert (head of the German dele- 
gation in Paris) of April 20, trans- 
mitting a request from thé German 
minister of war, asking that the 
German government be authorized 
to retain an army of 200,000 instead 
of 100,000 men, as provided for in 
the Versailles treaty, and affirm- 
ing that this is a necessity in order 
to maintain order. 

“The allies must declare immedi- 
ately that a proposition of this na- 
ture cannot even be examined as 
long as Germany is failing to meet 
the most important obligations im- 
posed by the peace treaty and does 
not proceed with disarmament, on 
which depends the peace of the 
world. 

“Germany hag not fulfilled its 
engagements, neither concerning 
the destruction of war material, nor 
the decrease of its effectives, nor 
for the supplying of coal, nor for 
reparation or the cost of the armies 
of occupation. It has given neither 
satisfaction nor made excuses for 
criminal attacks which several] 
times members of the allied mis- 
sions in Germany have been victims 
0 


“Tt has taken no steps to de- 
termine, as was provided for in the 
protocol of the treaty, its obliga- 
tions concerning reparations in or- 
der to make preparations with the 
view of fixing the total amount 
which it must pay, despite the 
urgent character that a settlement 
of this sort presents in the inter- 
ests of all the parties concerned. It 
seems to have not even considered 
how it ¢an meet its obligations 
when they become due. 

Treaty Must Be Observed, 


“The allies realize the difficul- 
ties met by the German govern- 
ment and do not seek to impose 
too narrow an interpretation of the 
treaty, but they are unanimous in 
declaring that they cannot tolerate 
a continuation of the infractions of 
the treaty of Versailles, that the 
treaty must be executed and remain 
as the basis of relations between 
Germany and the allies and that 
they are resolved to take all meas- 
ures, even, if necessary, the occu- 
pation of additional parts of Ger- 
man territory in order to ensure 
execution of the treaty. They af- 
firm, however, that they have no 
intention of annexing any part of 
the German territory. 

“At the same time, the allies 
deem that questions arising from 
violations of the peace treaty, as 
well as from the measures neces- 
sary to ensure its execution, would 
be more easily solved by exchanges 
of views between the chiefs of 
the government than by note. Thus 
they decided to invite the chiefs of 
the German government to a direct 
eonference with the -chiefs of the 
allied governments and request that 
at the proposed meeting the Ger- 
man government present to them 
explanations and precise proposi- 
tions upon all the subjects men- 
tioned in the foregoing. 

"If a satisfactory settlement is 
arrived at on these points the al- 
lied governments will be willing 
to discuss with the German repre- 
sentatives any questions which af- 
fect the internal order and economic 
well-being of Germany. But Ger- 
many must understand that the 
unity of the allies for execution of 
the treaty is as solid as it was for 
war. and that the only method of 
taking her place in the world is 
loyaity to execute the engagements 
to which she has subscribed.”

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~— IRISH REPUBLIC 


Unless Britain Can Over- 
come Forces of Disorder. 
Drifting Through An- 
archy to Republic. 


London, April 26.—“ We are drift- 
ing through anarchy to the humilia- 
tion of seeing an Irish republic es- 
tablished,” Lord Robert Cecil de- 
clared in the house of commons this 
afternoon, during a premeditated 
discussion of the Irish question. 

“If we should be beaten by the 
forces of disorder we must capi- 
tulate. If the government thinks 
the Irish republic would be danger- 
ous to the empire, then it must 
show its ability and willingness to 
govern the Irish as they should be 
governed.” 

Lord Robert declared that the sit- 
vation in Ireland today is worse 
than at any other time. Law sim- 
ply does not exist in many parts 
of the country, he said, and mur- 
ders have occurred at the average 


rate of ae every day for the last 
week wi és the punishment of a 


single culprit. 3 

It was just after Edward Shortt, 
home secretary, had announced the 
hunger strike of 174 Irish prisoners 
in the Wormwood Scrub jail that 
Cecil declared his intention of mov- 
ing a discussion of Ireland. 

“Ameliorative Treatment.“ 

Shortt said the home office would 
follow the recently established gov- 
ernment policy of “ameliorative 
treatment” for hunger strikers in 
dealing with the men in Wormwood 
Scrubs, Five other Irishmen in the 
same jail are not in the hunger 
strike. Wormweod Scrubs is a sub- 
urb of London. 

The Irish prisoners entered on the 
sixth day of the hunger strike this 
morning. Reports received by the 
house of commons stated that 
twelve men were in a state of 
solute collapse and seventy others 
were in bed in a precarious condi- 
tion. 

As a result of these reports, the 
house of commons passed the mo- 
tion made by Lord Robert Cecil to 
discuss the Irish situation tonight. 
Simultaneously with the announce 
ment of the result of the voting, 
word was received saying that Lon- 
day Irishmen planned to stage a big 
demonstration before the prison.

One Big Universe 
Or Universes 


By the Million? 


Scientists Discuss Ques- 
tion—Some Hold There 
Are Million “Island” 
Universes Similar to 
Earth. 


Washington, April 26.—Whether 
there is one great universe, perhaps 
ten times as large as commonly be- 
lieved, or a million “island” uni- 
verses similar to that of which the 
earth is a part, was discussed at 
tonight’s session of the annual 
meeting of the National Academy 
of Sciences. 

Dr. Heber D. Curtis, of Lick ob- 
servatory, California, defended the 
old idea that the milky way con- 
tained practically all the stars, the 
planetary and diffused nebulae and 
the star clusters, Dr. Curtis said 
Such a universe was “relativelv 
small,” being less than 300,000 light 
years in diameter and not more than 
3,000 light years in thickness.. He 
reminded his heagers, however, that 
light travels 186,000 miles a sec- 
ond. 

Dr. Harlow Shapley, of the Mount 
Wilson solar observatory, advanced 
the theory of a galaxy of stars ten 
or more times larger than the 
milky way. Beyond this galaxy, 
he declared, there undoubtedly are 
innumerable other universes, the 
only traces of which appear as dim 
Star clusters through the telescope. 

Another discussion concerned 
twins in the human family. Dr 
Charles B. Davenport, of the Car- 
negie institution, presented a study 
showing that about 1.1 per cent of 
human births were plural and that 
twins are especially apt to occur in 
families of which the mother or fa- 
ther, or both, have close blood rela: 
tives who were twins. :

IN PRISON CAMPS. 

There is much that is gratifying 
in the report of the. legislative com- 
mittee dealing with the results of 
its inspection of conditions in state 
prison camps in Richmond, Burke, 
Jenkins, Columbia and McDuffie 
counties. 

The inspection was made by 
State Senator W. H. Dorris and by 
Representatives S. B. Sweat and 
B. H. Owens, members of the sub- 
committee of the joint committee of 
the house and senate on the state 
penitentiary; and they report con- 
ditions generally. good, with the 
county warden in each instance do- 
ing his best to make them better. 

But there is one phase of life in 
Georgia convict camps upon which 
the report is silent; that having to 
do with the practice of lashing 
prisoners—a practice that is per- 
missible under the Georgia statutes 
and provided for in the rules pre- 
scribed by the state prison com- 
mission. 

Unofficially the members of the 
committee reported that they found 
little if any evidence of brutality 
in the convict camps visited, which 
is distinctly creditable to the camp 
whipping bosses, county wardens or 
boards of county commissioners of 
roads and revenues, rather than to 
the rules of the prison commission 


~ 


or the state law. 


The law, while permitting, does 
not require the flogging of pris- 
oners, leaving the prison commis- 
sion or the respective boards of 
county commissioners authorized 
and empowered to forbid the exer- 
cise of the legal option, either 
throughout the stat® or in the re- 
spective counties. 

The prison commission having 
failed to forbid the practice, it is 
left largely to the option of the va- 
rious boards of county commission- 
ers, or, by the latter, to the war- 
dens. Thus it is that in at least 
one county in Georgia—the county 
of Glynn—it is authoritatively stat- 
ed that there has-not been a “flog- 
ging” within the last decade, while 
in others hardly a week passes but 
that some poor devil of a convict 
is disciplined by the use of a leath- 
er lash in the hands of an angry 
and heartless “whipptng boss,” and 
in some instances the whipping of 
prisoners in this manner is a daily 
occurrence. 

The people of Georgia do not 
realize, perhaps, to what extent the 
fair name of their state is suffering 
from the continuation of this bar- 
barous, dark-age, cave-man, inhu- 
‘mane and inhuman relic of the in- 
quisition. 

If they did they would demand 
throughout the 
state as it was abolished recently 
in the Atlanta stockade.

the landlord protested that his 
rentals were not inordinate; that 
his property was capable of yield- 
ing returns on the basis of the 
amount he is requiring his tenants 
to pay for the occupancy of it. 

Which, of course, if true, is rea- 
sonable enough. At any rate, the 
city council took the man at his 
word—and ordered that his apart- 
ment house be assessed on the 
basis of his own figures, amount- 
ing to a fiat increase of 100 per 
cent in the amount of taxes he will 
have to pay into the public treas- 
ury! : 3 | 

This is a fair method of dealing 
with the rental situation here and 
everywhere else. 

All property should be taxed ac- 
cording to its value, its value being 
determined according to the in- 
come it brings its owner. 

If the owner of a piece of rental 
property.that a year or two years 
ago—at the time of its last pre- 
vious appraisement for taxation 
purposes — brought, say, $50 a 
month income, insists that now he 
is entitled to get $100 a month 
from it, the city, eounty or state 
should say to him: “All right; but 
it is eminently unfair to the public 
for that property, the rental value 
of which has doubled, to con- 
tinue paying taxes according to 
assessment on the old $50-a-month- 
income basis. So, since its in- 
come-producing capacity has been 
doubled, we will simply double 
its tax-revenue-producing capacity, 
thus proportionately to decrease 
the taxation burden of the proper- 
ty-owners who have not becn so 
fortunate as you!“ 

Such a policy—rigidly and impar- 
tially enforced—would have a 
marked tendency toward the res- 
toration of normal and reasonable 
rent conditions, 


THE BUDGET BILL. 

After several weeks of studious 
and constructive deliberation, the 
‘senate committee which has been 
considering legislation establishing 
a national budget has reported the 
amended house budget bill with 
unanimous recommendation that it 
do pass. Senator Medill. McCor- 
mick is chairman of this committee, 
and he is one of the foremost con- 
gressional advocates of budget leg- 
islation. 

The bill contains a clause provid- 
ing that it shall take effect on 
July 1 of the current year; and 
for the sake of national thrift and 
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Complaint was made to the city 


economy in government it is to be 
hoped that the measure will be 
enacted into law in time for that 
provision to be fulfilled. 

This act was passed by the house 
on October 21, 1919, with only a 
few votes against it. 

It has undergone several impor- 
tant changes in senate committee, 
but none of them affecting the 
principle upon which it is based. 

The most important alteration 
that has been made consists in 
placing the budget bureau—for 
which the measure provides—in 
the treasury department instead 
of placing it in the office of the 
president and immediately under 
his personal direction, as the 
house bill provides. This and 
other changes proposed by the 
senate committee, however, seem 
to be based upon good and suffi- 
cient reasons, and none of them 
per se presents a barrier to com- 
plete harmony and agreement in 
conference. 

While the bill, either as it orig- 
inally passed the house or as it 
stands amended by the senate com- 
mittee, doubtless has faults, still it 
represents the judgment of the 
best informed financiers and polit- 
ical economists of the country, who 
were from time to time called into 
conference upon its various pro- 
visions. 

It is absolutely non-political, 
and its practicability and worth are 
attested by the experience of prac- 
tically all of the other great na- 
tions of the world and by that of 
the various states of the union 
which have adopted the budget sys- 
tem of conducting their financial 
affairs. 

Whatever may be the faults of 
the measure they are in details and 
not in fundamentals, and are easily 
curable by amendment from. time 
to time, as they become manifest 
through the operation of the pro- 
posed system. : 

The main thing is to get the bill 
enacted—to get the country on a 
budget-system basis—thus to put 
an end to some of the waste and 
extravagance due to overlapping of 
bureau estimates and expenditures, 
and to the confusion and chaos 
which are unavoidable under the 
existing haphazard, scatter-gun 
system of bureau competition and 
diffused. responsibility.

“HEALTH TALKS |

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UNROMANTIC HYGIENE—4, 

SWADDING AND RICKETS. 

The English are slow but sure. 
The medical profession over there 


ambles along about ten years be- 
hind the American and Canadian 
profession, but there is some virtue 
in this leisurely progress; there are 
not so many false trails to retrace 
to the main route. However, when 
the English doctors do get the idea 
they get it right. And they cling 
to it doggedly—bulldoggedly—even 
though it turns out to have been all 
wrong. Uric acid eliminators, for 
example, still enjoy a certain vogue 
with the rank and file of the Eng- 
lish profession. The beloved Osler 
did not arrive in Oxford early 
enough, or maybe not young enough. 

I take great pleasure in intro- 
ducing today, friends, physicians and 
fellow citizens, an English physi- 
cian of parts, a man handicapped 
but not weighed down with his 
share of the alphabet, a London 
baby specialist, physician to the 
Queen's Hospital for Children and 
to the City of London Hospital for 
Diseases of the Child, Eric Pritch- 
ard, M. A., M. D., (Oxon). Dr. Pritch- 
ard expatiates on the causation of 
rickets in a recent- issue of The 
New York Medical Journal, but the 
wisdom of his utterances applies as 
well to many other disturbances of 
health and nutrition, metabolic dis- 
turbances of adults as well as chil- 
dren. He shows an intimacy with 
advanced physiology which ise 
worthy of attention. 

“Any interference with the due 
oxidation of food elements to their 
normal end products, carbonic acid, 
urea and water, will conduce to the 
formation of semi-oxidized bodies 
of large molecular size and acid in 
reaction, which must be neutralized 
as quickly as they are formed to 
prevent a dangerous rise In the hy- 
drogen iron concentration of the 
blood.” 

This is, of course, nine-tenths 
Sanscrit to a lay reader. As near- 
ly as I can translate, it means that 
conditions which decrease the 
amount of oxygen absorbed and 
utilized by the body conduce to the 
State of acidosis, acid intoxication, 
which is a troublesome, sometimes 
a disastrous feature of many acute 
and chronic disease conditions.

Judge George L. Bell, in the mo- 
tion division of the Fulton superior 
court, affixed his signature to an 
order yesterday afternoon which 
will authorize the Coca-Cola Com- 
pany of Delaware to continue the 
delivery of syrup to the various bot- 
tlers throughout the United States 
pending the settlement of the litiga- 
tion onw pending by which the 
parent bottling comapnies seek to 
prevent the Delaware corporation’ 
from an alleged attempt to “de- 
stroy” the bottlers. 

This order was signed by the 
court as a result of an agreement 
between the Delaware concern and 
the Coca-Cola Bottling company. It 
wase drawn up by the law firm of} 
Candler, Thomson & Hirsch, counsel 
for the Coca-Cola company. It is 
stated that the price at which the 
syrup will be sold to the bottlers 
under this order is based on the 
market cost of sugar. At the offices 
vf Candler, Thomson & Hirsch late 
yesterday it was said the exact fig- 
ures were not available for publica- 
tion. 

Charles T. Hopkins, of counsel for 
the bottlers, said the new price was 
$1.72 per gallon, delivered at the 
factory of the bottlers, the old price 
being something over $1, delivered. 
This price, he said, would continue 
in effect until such time as the 
court can decide the issues involved 
in the law suit. Had this agree- 
ment not been reached, it is ad- 
mitted there was a strong possibility 
of the bottlers having difficulty in 
obtaining syrup after May 1.

Seated About Confederate 
Monument, Veterans 


Listen to Address De-| 


livered by Judge Peter 
W. Meldrim. 


Many thousand Atlantans pald 
warm tribute to the rapidly disap- 
pearing line of confederate veterans 
yesterday afternoon by lining the 
route of the annual Memormlal day 
parade and loudly cheering 
gray ranks as they slowly passed 


through the business street to Oak- 


land cemetery? where fitting exer- 
cises were held in commemoration 
of their dead comrades-in-arms. No 
more striking Memorial day parade 
was ever witnessed in Atlanta, de- 


spite the threatening skies, which 
finally broke aver Oakland cemetery 
just as Judge Peter W. Meldrim, of 
Savannah, had begun to deliver the 
oration of the day. The rain caused 
a hasty conclusion of the exercises, 
but the work of decorating the 
thousands of soldier graves went 
forward uninterruptedly. 

Soon after 2 o’clock, the parade of 
veterans, regular troops, school 
children and other organizations be- 
Zan to move from the junction of 
Peachtree and West Peachtree 
streets. The column, applauded at 
every step, proceeded down Peach- 
tree, Whitehall and East Hunte 
streets to Oakland. Here the es- 
corting organizations left the vet- 
erans and the latter slowly wound 
their way to the foot of the confed- 
erate soldiers’ monument, while the 
band played strains from Chopin's 
funeral march. The exercises were 
held under the auspices of the La- 
dies Memorial association, of Atlan- 
ta, of which Mrs. W. A.\ Wright is 
the president, ; 

Five Divisions. . 

Led by Chief Beavers and a de- 
tachment of mounted police, the pa- 
rade was divided into five divisions, 
at the head of which came the grand 
marshal, General W. A. Wright and 
his staff, composed of members of 
the American Legion. The first di- 
vision was composed of a provision- 
al battalion of the 
from Camp Gordon, under command 
of Major. John Creed, followed by 
company A, First infantry, national 
guard; Georgia Military academy 
cadets, Marist college cadets, and 
the R. O. T. C. of Emory university. 
Governor Dorsey and staff and 
Mayor Key and city oficials followed 
in automobiles. 

The confederate veterans, many 
of them marching afoot, but others 
riding in automobiles, were in the 
second division, escorted by Spanish 
War veterans, at the head of whom 
was General Nathan B. Forrest, son 
of the confederate cavalry leader. 

High school R. O. T. C. units made 
up the third division. In line were 
cadets from Boys’ High school, 
Technological High school, Commer- 
cial High school and Fulton High 
school. 

Several thousand grammar school 
children, each of them carrying a 
flaz—some carried the Stars and 
Stripes, while other bore small con- 
federate flags—headed the fourth 
division. Their youthful faces and 
colorful attire lent a pretty touch 
to the long procession. The gram- 
mar school children were followe« 
by the Old Guard of Atlanta, under 
command of Colonel Peter F. Clarke. 

In the fifth division were the fol- 
lowing organizations: Ladies“ Me- 
morial association of Atlanta, which 
accompared Judge Meldrim, the or- 
ator of the day: Ladies’ Memorial 
association of College Park: United 
Daughters of the Confederacy; Chil- 
dren of the Confederacy; Daughters 
of the American Revolution: War 
Mothers of Atlanta: and various At- 
lanta citiZens, all in automobiles. 

Judge Meldrim Speaks. 

The head of the procession reachea 
the cemetery about one hour from 
the time it left the starting point. 
The veterans were seated about the 
confederate monument to listen to 
the address of the occasion. Gen- 
eral] Wright introduced Captain 
Basil Stockbridge, commander of 
the Georgia division, American Le- 
gion, who in turn presented Judge 
Meldrim. 

In his introductory remarks, 
Judge Meldrim declared, J do not 
come to glorify the dead. for their 
deeds glorify them. I do not come 
to strew flowers on graves, for fair 
hands will perform that labor of 
love, but I do come to justify the 
principles for which these men 
died.” He spoke of a growing dis- 
position to regard the course of the 
south in the war between the states 
as unwise if not actually without 
justification. It was his desire to 
strengthen the conviction in the 
minds of the present generations 
that the south was both legally and 
morally right. 

Before the orator had proceeded 
very far with his address, rain be- 
gan to fall and the assembled vet- 
erans were dismissed. Immediately 
after the exercises were so abruptly 
terminated, cadets from the high 
schools discharged three volleys 
over the confederate graves, and the 
ceremonies were ended with the 
blowing of taps by a bugler from 
Camp Gordon. The prayer and ben- 
ediction was offered by the Rev. C. 
B. Wilmer, rector of St. Luke’s Epis- 
copal church, who served as chap- 
lain of the day.

‘in the belt over Sunday led to a 
sharp recovery in the cotton mar- 
ket today after the declines of last 
week. The advance was quite as 


rapid and excited as the recent 
break, with October contracts sell- 
ing up to 36.10 late in the day, or $8 
per bale above the closing price 
of Saturday and 180 points above 
the low level of Saturday morning. 
October closed at 35.98, with the 
general list closing steady at a net 
Advance of 45 points on May and of 
102 to 150 points on later deliveries. 

The opening was firm at a de- 
cline of 10 points on May, which 
was influenced 2 relatively easy 
cables, but generally 17 to 55 points 
higher on private reports of rains 
in central belt sections. There was 


considerable trade buying and ac- 


tive covering by recent sellers, 
which was stimulated by official 
Weather reports confirming the 
eariy rain news and indicating that 
the wet weather nad spread into 
the eastern belt. The situation in 
this respect was more than offset 
to reports of beneficial showers in 
the southwest, and evidently re- 
vived apprehensions of another 
short crop. 

The south was a good seller here 
on the advance, but there was re- 
placing of many long contracts that 

ad been sold out on the break ol 
last week, while there was also 
good trade buying. This absorbed 
realizing sales on reactions of a 
few points during the middle of the 
day, with the market reaching the 
best prices in the late trading on 
priavte reports of further rains east 
of the Mississippi.

STOCKS EXHIBIT 
STRENGTH MONDAY 


New York, April 26.—An under- 
current of confidence pervaded to- 
day’s moderately active stock mar- 
ket, sentiment among traders being 
very much heartened by the better 
showing of the tederal reserve 
bank and clearing house at the end 
of last eek. 

The railroad strike was consid- 
ered in the street to have lost some 
of its recent threatening aspects, 
congestion was 
still acute. The street was in- 
clined to pay less attention to the 
Mexican situation, judging from 
the strength of stocks involved in 
the affairs of that country. 

There was an abundance of call 
money at 7 per cent, the local sup- 
ply being fortified by offerings 
from ‘interior banks, but time funds 
gave not the slightest indication of 
relaxing from their long-sustained 
tension. 

The decree of the United States 
supreme -court directing the disin- 
tegration of the so-called coal com- 
bine proved to be the real develop- 
ment of the day, coming after the 
session was more than half over. 
Reading, the feature of the alleged 
combination, made a net gain of 
13 3-4 points, and affiliated anthra- 
cite and bituminous coalers were 2 
to 5 points higher at their best. 

Much of the early and intermedi- 
ate movement converged as usual 
around steels, equipments, motors 
and oils at extreme advances of 2 
to 15 points. These were subjected 
to occasional realizing sales, but 
rallied briskly before the close, 
General Motors overtopping all ath- 
ers at a gain of 181-2 points. 

Shippings, tobaccos, sugars and 
textiles were prominent for large 
dealings, Americans woolen gaining 
10 3-4 on reports that some an- 
nouncement favorable to the stock- 
holders might accompany tomor- 
row’s publication of the annual re- 

ort. 

Trading in bonds was light, Read- 
ing 48 gaining 6 points. Liberty 
issues also made a good showing, 
all but the 31-2s closing at gains.

WOULD RAISE BONUS 
BY WAR PROFIT TAX 


Instead of a Sales Tan, If 
Johnson’s Bill Secures 
Passage. 


By Hudson Hawley. 
Washington, April 26.—An 80 per 
cent tax on war profits of individ- 
fails and corporations, instead of a 
sales tax payable by the community 


at large, will raise the money for 
the soldier 8s, if a bill to be in- 
troduced into the house Tuesday by 
Representative Royal C. Johnson, 
republican, secures passage. 

The bill crystallizes the protebt of 
the “insurgent” republicans who 
have been fighting tooth and nail 
the sales tax proviston in the bill 
now being drafted by the house 
ways and means committee. Origi- 
nally the committee scheme contem- 
plated a tax of one-half of 1 per 
cent on all sales, but in the face of 
the opposition of Johnson’s follow- 
ing it was whittled down to a tax 
on retail sales, the balance of the 
sum to be raised by increased lev- 
ies on incomes of over $5,000, a tax 
on stock exchange transactions, and

} a 15 per cent tax on tobacco and 


cigars. 
Measure Strongly Supported. 


The New Johnson measure has 
now the open support of at least 
seventy-five house republicans, its 
author asserted today, and he added 
that he felt certain many more 
would be for it if it came to a 
vote. The democrats, according to 
a statement made by Leader Champ 
Clark, will be for it practically to 
a man. 

“The republicans who are for this 
excess profits tax as a means to 
raise the sum for the bonus deny 
that anybody has the right to speak 
for all the republicans without giv- 
ing us a chance to vote on the 
floor,” Johnson said. “Personally, 
I don’t believe this bill’s support- 
ers will stand for a compromise, 
for any feature of the sales tax pro- | 
vision.

POOLING OF WAR DEBTS 
DISCUSSED IN SENATE 


Washington, April 26.—The peace 
treaty and the league of nations 
got into the senate debate today for 
the first time in several weeks. 
Senator Lodge, Massachusetts, the 
republican leader, started the dis- 
cussion by reading a press report 
quoting former President Poincare 
of France, Andre ‘Tardieu, the 
French economist, and others as 
saying allied diplomats proposed 
pooling of all belligerents' war 
debts and assumption by the United 
States of the financial burden of 
restoring Germany. 

“This presents a very serious dan- 
ger to the United States and the 
American people,” said Mr. Lodge. 

Senator Hitchcock, of Nebraska, 
administration leader, declared the 
report was “preposterous,” and 
added that it was “no more possible 
that the United States would as-

French Further Pleased. 


In fixing the date of May 25 for 
the conference at Spa when the pre- 
miers will take up the matter of 
reparations payment with the Ger- 
mans, French officials were also 
particularly pleased with the an- 
nouncement that the Germans 
would be called in only after the 
allies have agreed upon a program. 
Discussion with the Germans of 
their obligations is particularly dis- 
tasteful to the French. They be- 
lieve the premiers should draw from 
reports of their experts their con- 
clusions as to just what Germany is 
able to do financially, and then pre- 
sent the program to the Berlin rep- 
resentatives with the full force: of 
the allied unity backing up the de- 
mand for its execution. 

Dispatch of the note announced 
by the foreign office today is the 
first tangible result France has had 
of the Lloyd-George-Millerand com- 
promise. 

Relief From Anxiety. 

The effect was an immediate 
clearing of the political atmosphere, 
and relief from the anxiety that has 
been felt for the past week that 
England and Italy were preparing 
to leave France isolated, Premier 
Millerand is solidly backed in his 
position that France can accept 
nothing less than absolute and com- 
plete observance of thé peace trea- 
ty, especially as regards the mili- 
tary and reparation terms. The sup- 
port he gained with respect to ob- 
servance of the military terms is 
regarded by Frenchmen as far out- 
weighing the concessions to be 
made to Lloyd-George aS to repara- 
tions; and the statement that Ger- 
many’s failure to comply with the 
treaty terms might result in an ex- 
tension of the occupied zone is re- 
garded as a distinct victory for 
Millerand. He has stood out con- 
Sistently for unanimous military 
action in support of the, treaty 
against Lloyd-George’s program ad- 
vocating economic pressure.

LEAVE RUHR REGION 


Paris, April 26.—Dr. Goeppert,
